@tess votes a $10,900,000,000 tax 
incréase .soon, and (2) defense 
costs in the months ahead stay at 
the presently estimated level. 

Both of these looked like pretty 
big “its.” 

Republican lawmakers predicted 
new taxes this year would not 
exceed $7,500,000,000 and might 
well be much less. They said 
government spending can be cut 
enough to balance the 1951-52 
budget with some such amount. 

And Snyder himself emphasized 
that ‘there’s no guarantee defense 
costs won't rise sharply if the 
World situation worsens. 


As a World War One artillery 
captain, he said, he learned the 
Maxim: “In a war of movement, 
the tactical situation changes 
hourly.” 


Nevertheless his well-hedged 
forecast Tuesday, made at a news 
conference, was even more opti- 
mistic than the one he gave Mon- 
day to the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

He told the House group the 
Administration would be satis- 
fied now with a $10,000,000,000 
tax rise instead of the $16,500,000,- 
000 it was talking about only last 
January. He said consideration of 
a “second round” increase could 
be postponed until next January. 

Tuesday Snyder said he will ask 
for this “second round” only if the 
budget picture changes so much 
that higher revenves will have to 
be sought to keep the government 
out of the red.

There is hope this action in Fulton, the 
most populous county in the State, will 
give impetus to the growing realization 
that there must be organizational reforms 
if the Georgia educational system is to 
function efficiently. 

That is all the- more true because of 
the fact that Fulton has been exceptionally 
fortunate through the years in the caliber 
of Board members and Superintendents 
alike. There has been no bickering over 
the divided authority inherent in the pres- 

ent antiquated setup. Political considera- 
tions are, and have been, foreign to the 
operation of the Fulton school system. 
There has been no opposition to a candi- 
date for Fulton School Superintendent 
since 1916. 

That this is so in Fulton is due to no 
special virtue of the county itself. It sim- 
ply is a tribute to the individuals who 
guide, and have guided, the school system. 
We are only thankful—not boastful. 

But if the Fulton Board and Superin- 
tendent, operating under the very best 
conditions possible, believe it necessary to 
streamline the channels of authority, how

Incentives for Holding Your Bonds 


It is, of course, impossible for every- 
body to join the drmed forces to help 
defend the country against those who 
threaten it. 


But everybody can make a tangible and 
effective contribution to defense by buying 


more defense bonds and by holding on to . 


those which they have purchased in the 
years past. 


E bonds—the smaller denomination of 
war bonds—will begin maturing in May. 
In order to prevent a vast amount of re- 
financing and to hold down further infla- 
tion, which would impede the progress of 
rearmament, the Treasury ‘has come up 
with a plan which makes it most attrac- 
tive for owners of defense bonds to con- 
tinue to hold them for as much as 10 more 
years. The longer they are held the more 
attractive the plan becomes. 


‘Let us take, for example, the case of 
the $100 bond bought 10 years ago, now 
nearly ready for maturity. The mature 
value is $100. The holder may simply 
continue to hold the bond, with no notice 
of intention to anyone, with the assurance 
he will keep on drawing 2% per cent in- 
terest on the full $100 value of the bond 
each year for 742 years. At that time the 
interest rate goes up gradually and, if held 


for the maximum 10-year period, the bond 
will pay off $133.33, or at the average rate 
of 3.3 percent of simple interest each year 
for 10 years. 

Moreover, maturing defense bonds may 
be exchanged for G bonds, which are sim- 
ply 12-year bonds of a higher denomina- 
tion, starting at $500. These bonds now 
may be redeemed at par at any time if 
bought with maturing defense bonds. In 
the past the holder could not net the full 
interest rate on G bonds if they were sold 
before maturity. 

There is another incentive for holding 
E bonds—now officially termed defense 
bonds because of the state of emergency. 
Maturing bonds which are held by an in- 
dividual will not be charged against the 
$10,000 l‘mit prescribed for this type bond. 
A person retaining all his defense bonds 
can continue to buy a maximum of $10,000 
additional each year. 

We were pleasantly surprised to learn 
that defense bond sales in January and 
February in Georgia were 12 per cent over 
the same period last year, and that 3,200 
volunteers over the State are devoting 
much time and energy to the effort. Geor- 
gians always have responded to the needs 


_ of the nation in critical times and there is 


ample evidence this is no exception.

WASHINGTON—Critics of the Truman Ad- 

ministration who make much of the RFC scandals 

. and crime conditions unearthed by the Fulbright 

and tateiver Senate investigating committees would do well to 
consult their histories before proclaiming too freely the defeat of 


the party in power in 1952 as a result of the exposures that have 
been made. 


: Some of the Republicans, in particular, are jubilant over the 

disclosures. They profess to see an aroused public sentiment 
threatening to end the long spell of Democratic White House 
rule because of the revelations. 


It can hardly be denied that the Democrats next year will 
be handicapped by the Senate investigations.. They constitute a 
burden the party’s national ticket\ will have to bear. Nor will it 
be accepted as much of a mitigating circumstance that the Demo- 
crats themselves were the instigators of the inquisitions. 
Nothing Big Aside from a few chiselers and influence ped- 

dlers, mostly lawyers, who have operated on 
the outside in collecting large fees, nothing of any major impor- 
tance has been developed thus far in the RFC investigation. \ If 


there had been, heads in the giant Government lending agenty 
would have fallen long before now. 


But the crime inquiry staged under the direction of Sen. Este$ 
Kefauver of Tennessee offers another story. Too often the testi+ 
mony has shown a damaging link between organized crime and 
racketeering with Democratic politicians in the big cities. Most 
of the dominant political machines in the big cities are Demo- 
cratic. Since these machines, in many instances, have received 
favor and.support from the national Administration, the Demo- 
crats will have a definite liability. 


It is going a bit contrary to the facts of history, however, to 
say that the next Presidential campaign will turn entirely on the 
scandals brought to light by the investigating committees. The 
best proof of this is to be found in the effect the Teapot Dome 
and other scandals under the Harding Administration had on the 
The effect was nil. 


Prohibition It is true the Democrats wasted much of their 
prospects that year by becoming embroiled in a 
bitter fight over the Presidential nomination, with William Gibbs 
McAdoo and Alfred E. Smith battling it out for an unprecedented 
103 ballots in the Madison Square Garden convention hall. . The 
party allowed itself to be torn by a fight over the prohibition issue. 
But it would take more than that to explain the landslide vic- 
tory won by the Republicans under Calvin Coolidge. The Harding 
scandals were perhaps the worst unearthed in connection with a 
national administration, yet they seemed to have made little im- 
pression on the public. The Republicans were -riding the tide of 
public favor in those da¥s and nothing appeared to hurt them. 
There have been other instances on a different scale. Take 
the corruption and election frauds that were exposed in connec- 
tion with Sen. Vare of Pennsylvania and Sen. Smith of Illinois, 
back in the same period. Both men were kicked out of the Senate 
because of the revelations. 


But the scandals involved were not sufficient 
No Effect to affect the political trend in those States. Both 
States went Republican in the next national election and both 
returned GOP members to the Senate to replace Republicans Vare 
and Smith. 

The answer to this callous attitude on the part of the public 
may be attributed, in part, to the fact that the elections came 
along some two years later, with the people not being called on 
to pass directly on the men involved. Neither Vare nor Smith 
was a candidate for re-election. And in the case of the Harding 
scandals, President Coolidge, of course, had succeeded to the 
White House by the death of his predecessor. 

The Democrats seem sure to find themselves in a similar situ- 
ation next year, since it is now generally accepted that President 
Truman will not be a candidate for a third term. With a new 
ticket in the field, it is hardly likely that any crimes charged to 
the Truman Administration will be held against the man the 
Democrats nominate to succeed him. At least, history tends to 
bear that out. P

Harry Aims to Keep “Em Guessing 


WASHINGTON—Some significance was attached in some quarters to a recent 
chain of-events that was interpreted as indicating President Truman would run 


again. 


These events were that the Democratic National Committee gave out copies 


of a speech by Undersecretary of Labor Michael J. Galvin predicting that President 
Truman would win in 1952 and that this followed a White House conference 
between National Democratic Chairman William Boyle and President Truman. 
But this circumstantia] evidence was shattered when it turned out President Truman did not know 
about the speech beforehand, and that Chairman Boyle did not know what was in the speech 


when he talkéd to the President. 
President’s intentions. 
However, this incident and: the interest it 


‘created served to point up some political facts 


of life relating to a President’s strategical situa- 
tion and a national committee’s role in Presi- 
dential politics which will help to enlighten fu- 
ture developments. 


Mr. Truman says he has decided about 
1952, but is not telling. He is not telling 
because it would be unwise politically both 
for him and his party. 


If he announced publicly this far in,advance 
that he would not run again, he immediately 
would lose control of his party and the party 
machinery. Party leaders no longer would have 
to look to him. Simultaneously, too,.a scramble 
would start among them over candidates. 
would create factional divisions over personalities. 

Broadly, as to carrying out Administration 
legislative objectives, that would weaken the 
party in Congress, and at a rather crucial time 
in our history. As a personal political matter for 
the President, it would also weaken his influence 
in naming his successor. . That is the ambition 
‘of most White House occupants. That it is also 
Hasry Truman’s aim was clearly shown by his 
insistence a few days ago at a White House press 
conference that he would have something to say 
about the 1952 convention and that meant, though 
he didn’t say so specifically, whether he desired 
another nomination or not. 

On the other hand, if the President announced 
this far in advance that he intended to run again, 
that would intensify the Republican attack on 
him personally as the known and certain target 
and thus complicate his job and that of his party 
in administration of Government and in the 1952 
campaign. 

In all of this the Democratic National Com- 
mittee has its part. 

Until a President in office announces his 
“abdication,” so to speak, the national committee 
is his political agent, not only as a matter of 
practical politics, but by choice. The national 
cormmmittee members are in the business of poli- 


That. 


So:'it furnished no “clue” one way or the other about the 


tics. It is to their interest to promote the head 
of the party who bestows the favors from the top 
that pass down through their hands and build 
them up politically. As long as a President may 
run. again, 
him. 

In 41948 there was an exception in four or 
five Southern Democratic National Committee 
members who bolted the President to support the 
Dixiecrat candidate,.Gov. J. Strom Thurmond 
of South Carolina. At the first opportunity after 
the election, the rest of the national committee 
threw them out for this apostasy, and with Mr. 
Truman’s blessing. ‘That’s the system. It tol- 
erates no show of rebellion, 

It might be interpolated here that, months 
before the 1940 convention and when it was 


doubtful what the late President Roosevelt would 


do about a third term, the national committee 
at a meeting here passed a resolution urging him 
to run and presented it to him at the White 
House. 


They were confident he would win again, 
and they wanted a winner for their own self- 
preservation. No particular devotion to Mr. 
Roosevelt or his policies was involved. 


So there is nothing strange at this juncture 
in the national committee sponsoring a speech by 
a high-placed official giving a high rating to 
Mr. Truman’s election abilities. It is according 
tod custom and tradition, to Hoyle as well as 
Boyle.

The House began debating the 
new draft bill Tuesday with a 
report that Russia, with 300 sub- 
marines and 400 big bombers,

NOT AS EXPECTED 


There were spurts of buying, to 
be sure, but nothing on the scale 
which the manufacturers and the 
dealers had expected. 

The same pattern was followed 
by manufacturers in other lines. 
Furniture, plumbing fixtures, tele- 
vision and radio sets, building 
supplies. All were produced on ‘a 
grand scale. 

A lot of black marketeers 
horned in. They bought up all the 
empty warehouse space they could 
get, stored tons of goods. 

What has been the final upshot? 
Well, a visit to Atlanta’s Home 
Show at the Municipal Audi- 
torium drives the answer home. 
Only thing hard to find at the 
Show is a “shortage.”

“We're up to our necks in all 
kinds of appliances,” moan the 
dealers. “They're overflowing the 
warehouses.” 

Mention them 
and you're all but rushed off your 
feet by prospective sellers.
